On July 6, 1776, Congress ordered that
the Declaration of Independence be pro-

claimed to the peopls of enon of the
Unllod States and at the head of the
army. Accordingly at noon Monday, the

Bth of July, John Nlixen, by popular ap-
pointment becanuse of lhils powerful valee,
read the Deelaratlon from the baleony
of the observatory In the Btate Hounme
yard in the rear of Independencs Hall,
and proclalmed to the people publicly for
the frst time the Independence of the
Unitad Eiates,

Tha site s now marked by a wooden
tablet, unveiled by President Wilson
July 4, 1814, when the Pusnic Leparn in-
augurated the obgervance of the Natlonal
Fourth of July at the birthpluce of the
nation, The svent was attended by thou-
sande of persons, coming from ¥irtually
every part of the natlon. It Is generally
regarded as one of the most dlgnified
and succesnful patriotic celebrations ever
held.

The supctess of the celebration haa led
to stepm belng taken to make It an an-
nual event, with the President of the
Uplted BStates an the principil speaker
and with the Governers of each of the |
13 " originnl  States, membern of both
Fiousss of the Natlonal Legislature, de-
peandants of the signers of the Declara-
tiom of Independence, the Mayor and
other high dignitaries in atténdance.
